Russians Drive Back Austrians and 
Germans at Several Points. 
“TOGRAD, Feb. 23.—Repulses of the 
Austrians and Germans at several 
soints on the Western battle front are 
dlaimed by the Russians in an official 
communication issued last night, which 

said: 

“Fighting continues on the right bank 
‘of the Bohr and the Narew in isolated 
engagements. An encounter of second- 
ary importance occurred near Grodno on 
the Lypskov road in which we attacked 

the Germans. 

“The guns of the foftress were used 
‘actively and effectively in the fighting 
in the Ossowetz district On the road 
from Lomza we took Jedwabno after a 
fierce combat. The enemy took the of- 
fensive in considerable force in the 
'Przasnysz region. 

"We captured several villages on the 
road between Racionz and Plonsk, tak- 
ing 500 German prisoners on the left 
bank of the Vistula.

“It has been definitely learned that 
the Austrians suffered very heavy 
losses north of cumpetteaiiad in Western 
Galicia on Feb. 17.

When Children _ Visit 
Grandmother — K-Bread 
Has Been Eaten Since No- 
vember — Emperor Re- 
quires Thick Soup. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, Feb. 23.—‘‘To live like 4 
King’ is a phrase that no longer signi- 
fies in Prussia an enviable height of 
luxury, with plenty of good things to 
eat and drink. Indeed, the Emperor and 
Empress always have eaten simply, in 
comparison with many wealthy Ger- 
mans, but the war has made the Dill 
of fare at court still simpler. | 

“Ags early as November, the so-called 
“K-bread,”’ rye bread with an admix- 
ture of potatoes, was introduced at 
court and since then has been used 
daily. When the Commander in Chief 
of the Mark Brandenburg issued some 
weeks ago a prohibition of night baking, 
fresh rolls immediately were banished 
from the imperial breakfast table, both 
at the royal palace and at Monbijou Pal- 
ace, where the Empress is living. 

Potatoes Served in Jackets. 

An egg, some warmed-up rolls and tea 
or coffee form the breakfast of the 
Empress. At 1 o’clock in the afternoon 
there is soup and a fish or vegetable 
course. The evening meal contains one 
meat—generally one vegetable and po- 
tatoes, usually served in their jackets. 
Often, however, only cold meat and po- 
tato salad are served. 

This menu is slightly altered when 
the Emperor returns from headquar- 
ters, where his fare is of Spartan sim- 
plicity. The chief change consists in a 
thick soup, of which the monarch is 
very fond. Frequently the midday meal 
is composed of such a soup alone. 

There are no pastries or whipped 
cream, except when the children of the 
Crown Prince come to visit grandmoth- 
er. Then there are cakes. If only the 
Crown Princess or the Duchess of 
Brunswick, formerly Princess Victoria 
of Prussia, is present, no charge is 
made in the menu.

This number, said Prof. Karl Oppen- 
heimer, in a lecture delivered in one of 
the official courses on economy in diet 
during the war, is amply sufficient as a 
war diet and further meals are a sin 
against the Fatherland. 

Overeating a Sport in Germany. 

Over-eating, said Dr. Oppenheimer, 
has become, as it were a sport in wide 
classes of the German people, includ- 
ing the better situated workmen and 
the middle classes; unnecessary meals 
have been included in the day’s program 
and people have become accustomed to 
this overeating, so that hunger is no 
longer a measure of the amount it is 
necessary to eat. 

The cry for three meals a day, in- 
stead of five, and the saving of 40 per 
cent in food consumption will not be 
popular, however, with a certain class 
of gourmands who are dissatisfied with 
the allowance of four and a half pounds 
of bread a week.

BOMBARDS CALAIS 


Two Men, Two Children and 
Woman Victims of German 
Raid on Coast. 


CALAIS, France, Feb. 23.—Warning of 
the approach of the Zevpelin which bom- 
| barded this city yesterday morning was 
given to the sentries by the throbbing of 
the engine as it approached rapidly from

The airship flew straight acrogs the city 
toward the Fontinette station, dropping 
no bombs on the way.

Other bombs fell in the garden and 
on the roof of a little house in the Rue 
Rognien. An old man and a little girl 
asleep in the garret and the family 
which occupied the cottage on the 
ground floor, consisting of the father, 
mother and two children, were buried 
in the ruins. All were killed except one 
child, a baby 5 months old, which was 
taken uninjured from the twisted mass 
of brick and plaster. The front of the 
house was cut off as cleanly as though 
it had been done by a gigantic knife. 

The volence of the explosion shook 
the neighboring houses to their founda- 
tions and broke all the windows within 
a wide radius. 

After dropping the bombs the Zep- 
pelin disappeared rapidly over the sea. 
It evidently was manned by pilots well 
acquainted with the locality, since it 
came from the sea directly to Fonti- 
nette, crossing the city at the point of 
its greatest width. A long German pen- 
nant attached to a sack containing sand 
was found on the roof of a house near 
one of those demolished and handed 
over to the military Governor.

Their Curiosity Led to Discovery 
of Army Marching Upon

BERLIN, Feb. 8.—Details of an aero- 
Plane scouting flight which made his- 
tory has just become known, almost six 
months after it took place. The report 
of the two aviators making the flight 
turned Gen. von Kluck’s column toward 
the south from its dash on Paris in 
August and changed the whole line of 
battle in the west. A striking feature 
of the flight, moreover, was that its 
course did not follow orders, but was 
determined upon the initiative of the 
flyers. The story of the flight, taken 
from a German magazine devoted tv 
aeronautics, follows: 

“It happened on the occaaion of our 
dash on Paris. The inhabitants of the 
‘City of Light’ received a daily visit 
from German aviators. The latter were 
accustomed to drop a couple of bombs 
every day, but their visit there was not 
the object of their program. The chief 
thing was to keep watch of the move- 
ments of the Paris reserve army. This 
army had marched up with its front 
toward the east and one day an aero- 
Plane went up to observe it again. 

“The aviators were struck with the 
uncertain movements of the opponents 
of a German corps who appeared to be 
having a trifling conflict with the 
troops farther north. Upon their own 
responsibility the aviators changed their 
course and flew off to the north. They 
flew and flew, for what they saw was 
well worth closer observation. Then 
they speeded back to headquarters and 
announced that a hostile army was 
marching upon Von Kluck’s flank. No- 
body would believe it at first. Cavalrv 
patrols had brought no news to indicate 
such a movement. But, nevertheless, 
it was true. 

“The report resulted in the new dis- 
position of the German position in the 
west and in the conferring of the Iron 
Cross of the first class upon the pilot 
and the officer observer.”’

U. S. Supreme Court Told Man 
Convicted of Killing Girl Had 
Full Legal Protection. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Attorney- 
General Griee and Solicitor Dorsey of 
Georgia filed briefs in the Snorawea 
Court of the United States today in con- 
nection with their argument against 
a reversal of the Georgia Federal 
Court’s decision refusing a habeas 
ccrpus release to Leo M. Frank, sen- 
tenced to die for the murder of Mary 
Phagan, a 14-year-old girl, employed in 
the pencil factory of which he was su- 
perintendent. 

The brief contends largely that habeas 
corpus cannot be used “to overturn 
virtually’’ Frank’s conviction tn a Stats 
ccurt without submitting important por- 
tions of the record upon which the 
judgment of the State Court was based. 

“The Supreme Court of Georgia Is sec- 
ord to no State in according trials free 
from hostile demonstrations,” the brief 
declares, ‘‘and has gone as far, we ven- 
ture to assert, as any State in the Union 
in setting aside verdicts where the same 
were influenced by hostile demonstra- 
ticns on the part of spectators. But 
this is far from holding that whenever 
an accused alleges these things in « 
motion for new trial, the courts should 
grant a new trial.”’ 

The State contends Frank had raised 
the question of mob violence and his 
absence from court on his action for a 
new trial, and should not have waited 
to incorporate them in a petition to set 
aside the verdict. 

It further contends that Frank was 
bound «by the action of his attorney in 
waiving the right to be present when 


| the verdict was returned, and argues

41 OF 73 STEVENS INDICTMENTS 
ARE TRANSFERRED TO ST, LOUIS 


Other Cases Are Distributed Among 
Four Counties by Circuit Judges 
at Clayton. 


Forty-one of the 73 indictments pend- 
ing against Beverly C. Stevens, St. 
Louls County real estate operator, were 
transferred to the city of St. Louis to- 
day by the Circuit Judges presiding in 
St. Louis County. The other cases were 
scattered to four counties. 

This was done in spite of the request 
of Stevens’ lawyer, Charles M. Hay, 
that the cases not be sent to the city, 
or to Franklin, Jefferson or St. Charles 
County, where Stevens considered preju- 
dice existed against him. Judge McEl- 
hinney sent 21 cases to St. Louis, 6 to 
Montgomery County and 6 each to War- 
ren and Gasconade connties. Judge 
Wurdeman sent 3 cases to St. Louis 
and 16 cases to Franklin County. 

Judge Wurdeman said he sent the ma- 
jority of cases in his court to the city 
of St. Louis because of the age and 
financial condition of most of the com- 
plaining witnesses. Judge McElhinney 
thought it possible to obtain an unpre- 
judiced jury in a city with a popula- 
tion eight times larger than the coun- 
ty’s. Stevens was required to furnish 
a new bond, for $37,500, which was 
signed by his sister, Mrs. Jennie C. 
Higgins, and his aged mother-in-law, 
Mrs. Sarah A. Massey. By taking a 
change of venue, Stevens got a sever- 
ance in three cases where he was joint- 
ly indicted with his nephew, Beverly C. 
Stevens Jr., a Colonel on Gov. Major's 
personal staff. Col. Stevens is demand- 
ing an immediate trial at Clayton. The 
charges mostly are for embezzlement 
and false pretense, growing out of Bte- 
vens’ extensive realty deals in the 
county.

Republican City Chairman John 
Kehmoll told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
icday that the Republican City Commit - 
te: would not accept Charlies Reilly, op- 
tician, of 615 Locust street, as one of 
the Democratic nominees for the bi- 
partisan Board of Education. 

The Post-Dispatch yesterday pub- 
Jished the statement of Vice-Chairman 
Lawrence P. Daley of the Democratic 
City Committee that more than a ma- 

rity of the Democratic Committeemen 
ee signed a pledge to support Reilly 
for the School Board nomination after 
he had made a contribution of $1500 to 
the Democratic city campaign last No 


vember. 
“T tell you,”’ Schmoll said, “‘that Reilly 
won't do. If the Democrats nominate 


two good candidates for the Board of 
Education our committee will be glad to 
accept them and put them on our ticket 
But we will not stand for undesirable 
candidates. 

“The Democrats seem to regard the 
Bchool Board nominations as something 
to be bartered away. 

“The Republicans will not accept any 
D<mocratic candidate who obtained his 
nomination for any financial considera- 


tion. We do not believe in such meth- 
cds. 
‘'The School Board ought, above all 


things, to be free from politics. There 
is no salary for members of the board, 
and I eannot understand why anyone 
would be willing to contribute a lerge 
sum of money to get a nomination. 

"We have a splendid system here, and 
have had for years. All St. Louis people 
ought to be proud of it. But we cannot 
maintain that system unless clean, hon- 
Orable men are selected for board mem- 
bers, and then left free to act for them- 
selves.

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MISS IDA DAMON. 


Miss Ida Damon IJImportured by Agents to Buy 
Houses and Stocks—Loans Sought— 
But She Holds on to Money 


This is the story of Miss Ida Damon’s 
first day with her $10,000. 

A check for that amount, the prize 
she won by solving a moving picture 
mystery, Was presented to her by Mayor 
Kiel at a picture theater yesterday 
afternoon. 

After breakfast this morning, Miss 
Damon sat down at her home, 3731, Min- 
nesota avenue, to redd the letters which 
she received yesterday. There was but 
one mail delivery yesterday, but the 
postman had brought her a good-size:l 
bundle of letttrs, and she had been kept 
so busy all day by real estate sales- 
men, automobile agents, investment 
brokers and others who sought to help 
her dispose of her money that she had’ 
no time for the mail. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter found her 
with the letters strewn about her. Four 
of them were proposals of marriage, one 
in a telegraph envelope, the others sent 


by mail. One of the letters offered Miss 
Damon ‘“a home in the beautiful 
Ozarks,’”’ and another made mention of 


‘a cottage on the banks of the classic 
Wabash.’ Her orly comment was that 
she never did care much for geography. 


Letters Seeking Loans. 

Other letters were from persons seek- 
ing loans of $5 to $100, and still others 
were from inventors, who offered to 
double her capital if she would help 
them to get their devices on the market. 
One man, who had a puncture-proctf 
automobile tire, offered her the prospect 
of making $50,000 in five years. 

“Money doesn’t come so easily as 
that,”’ she remarked, ‘‘or at least not to 
the same person more than once, Il 
don't expect to double my money in a 
year. But these letters are nothing to 
the importunities of the men who calleci 
here yesterday and the day before. 
Honestly, I think every real estate sales- 
man in town has been here, to tell me 
of some flat, or detached house, or bun- 
galow, which would be the very thing 
for me. 

“At one tinfe yesterday four automo- 
bile salesmen were here, with their very 
best cars, each begging me to take a 
ride—no obligation to purchase, 
said. I couldn’t accept all the offers, so 
had to tell them I was neutral. 


Bank Solicitors, Too. 
“Bank solicitors have come out, too, 
each to remind me that his bank is 
just a litle the safest place to put the 
money. I have a small savings account 
in one bank, and the funny part is that 
no one has come out from that bank. 
‘Brokers have called and urged me 
to buy first mortgages, bonds and 
stocks. All theSe callers have been very 
gentlemanly, and it has been a pleasure 
to talk with them. Evidently, it would 
be very little trouble tor me to spend or 
invest all this money. But I have nat 
changed my mind about what I shall do 
with it. For the present, it goes into 
the bank. Then, when I have had time 
to look about and consider, I shall buy 
or build a home for mother and my- 
self.’’ , 
Not Impressed by Letters. 
Miss Jamon thought she would start 
right downtown to deposit the check, 
Then she thought she would wait, to see 
what the morning's mail would bring. 
It brought 40 letters—‘“as many,’ her 
mother reminded her, “as you used to, 
get in a year.”’ ? 
Six of them were proposals. One was 
from an Illinois man, who wrote that he 
would come all the way to St. Louis to 
see her, and let her see him, if she 
would kindly send railroad fare, and 
that he was sure they could have a fine 
time, as long as the $10,000 lasted. 
The non-matrimonial letters were in- 
vestment proposals and appeals for aid. 
“You have solved the Million Dollar 
Mystery,’ one man wrote, “and you will 
become the million dollar girl if you will 
follow tiny advice.” 
The young woman took her time in 
reading this correspondence, but did not 
seem impressed by any of the letters.

TELLS OF TILTS 
WITH LAWYERS 


Declares They Were Trivial in 
Denying He Is ‘““Temperamen- 
tally Unfit for Bench. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23,—Hearings on 
charges against Federal Judge Alston 
G. Dayton of West Virginia continued 
today before the House Judiciary Sub- 
committee with the Judge on the stand 
for cross-examination. 

Numerous minor charges that he had 
failed to enforce the law, be denied, 
and he especially denied that he was 
“temperamentally unfit’ for the bench. 

‘“‘While in my years of court trials and 
proceedings,’ he said, ‘‘I have had dis- 
agreements and I do not think I would 
be human if I had not had tilts and 
disagreements with attorneys—I am sure 
this charge is without foundation. In 
some of these disagreements I may have 
been impatient for a moment. But more 
than three-fourths of the lawyers in 
the district over which I preside have 
sent resolutions to this committee ex- 
pressing their faith in my integrity.” 

Representative Gard of Ohio ques- 
tioned the Judge. about the resignation 
of his predecessor, Judge Jackson, and 
his own appointment. Dayton testified 
that a year before he was appointed 
President Roosevelt had told him he 
would give him a place on the Federal 
bench, ‘in spite of Senators or anyone 
else.”’ Representative Gard asked 
Whether Dayton had taken any part in 
the investigation which preceded the 
resignation of Jackson. 

‘You were close to President Roose- 
velt,’’ he said, ‘and you were close to 
Attorney-General Moody, didn’t you aid 
this investigation personally?” 

Judge Layton replied he had no recol- 
lection of taking any part in the investi- 
gation and remembered only one con- 
versation with Moody about it. He was 
emphatic, saying he did not work with 
Charles F. Teeter, Judge Reese Bliz- 
zard and Maj. Stonaker of the Baltimore 
& Ohio Railroad in the investigation. 


HELP FOR POSSE FIGHTING 
INDIANS EXPECTED TODAY 


DENVER, Colo., Feb. 23.—Reinforce- 
ments are expected to reach Bluff, 
Utah, today, where posses of whites are 
engaged in a battle with Piute Indians. 

In the fighting, which began Sunday. 
five Indians and one white man have 
been killed, one white man wounded and 
six Indians taken prisoners. It is said 
desultory fighting continued all night 
within half a mile of Bluff, and»that the 
huts of Tse-Ne-Gat, leader of ten In- 
dians, who is wanted on a murder 
charge, have been burned. 

Reinforcements are expected from 
Monticello and 25 Navajo police are en 
route to Bluff from Shiprock Indian 
Agency, New Mexico. 

It is believed the Indians will attempt 
to escape through the hills, according tv 
advices from Bluff, and the leaders of 
the posses are anxious for reinforce- 
ments in order that the retreat of the 
Indians may be cut off. 


LIOUOR-SHIPPING CASE UPHELD 


Supreme Court Affirms Conviction of 
Joplin Mercantile Co. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—Conviction 
of the Joplin Mercantile Co. and Joseph 
Filler of Joplin, Mo., of conspiracy to 
introduce intoxicating liquors into the 
Indian country by shipping from Jop- 
lin to Tulsa, Ok., was upheld today by 

the Supreme Court. 

The Court held, however, that the act 
of Congress of 1895 against introducing 
liquor into Indian country, was not en- 
forcible as to intrastate traffic, so long 
as local prohibition continued by State 
law, at least.

INSURANCE BILL 


Amendments Introduced When 
Administration Measure Is 
Up for Engrossment. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 23.—The ad- 
ministration’s ifsurance rating bill, up 
on special order for engrossment in the 
House this morning, was the target of 
attack by manv members. 

Amendments were offered to remove 
from the bill many of the features which 
recently were attacked by Insurance 
Superintendent Potts of Illinois as being 
in the interest of the ‘insurance com- 
bine’ and against the interest of the 
Policy holders. 

The bill first was amended by adding 
« penalty clause for violation by com- 
panies or agents, providing for fine an: 
‘mprisonment. 

The most important amendment was 
one taking from the bill the right of in- 
surance companies to charge a higher 
rate than one waned by the Insurance 
Superintendent G@uring the pendency of 
litigation. The amendment requires the 
companies to charge the rate fixed by 
the Superintendent. 

Agents Must Make Rate Clear. 

Representative McKnight of Gentry 
County offered an amendment, whick 
was adopted, to require the agents to 
place on each policy a detailed state- 
ment of the make-up of the rate. This 
amendment was fought by Representa: 
tive Bridges of Cape Girardeau County, 
an insurance agent. McKnight said thai 
the amendment would inform policy 
holders of the special hazards of their 
risks. 

Representative McCullum of St. 
Joseph added an amendment placing ad- 
justers under supervision of the Ingur- 
ance Superintendent. Representative 
Lee of Joplin attacked the bill. Lee de- 
manded of Representative Watson, who 
introduced it: ‘“‘Why are all the mem- 
bers of the Insurance Trust for this 
bill? Every one of them wants it 
passed. Long before the Legislature 
convened the companies and _ their 
agents wrote to every candidate urging 
them to vote for this Dill.’’ 

Watson denied the companies were 
working for the bill, but was unable to 
tell. on Lee’s demand, the name of one 
company which is opposed to it. 

Floor Leader Attacks Bill. 

Representative Roney of Webb City, 
Democratic floor leader, attacked the 
bill on the ground that the Insurance 
Superintend@nt could not reduce a rate 
unless the companies’ earnings for five 
years had been “in excess of what is 
reasonable.”’

CARGO SHIPPED AS 
BUSINESS VENTURE 


Commission House Here Con- 
signed Goods to Germany for 
Profit by Their Sale. 


NOT MEANT AS A _ GIFT 
W. L. Green Co. Official Says 


Firm Member Went Abroad 
to Investigate Opportunity. 


The Wilhelmina, an American vessel, 
loaded with foodstuffs, which has been 
held up at Falmouth by the British 
Government, was consigned to Germany 
by the W. L. Green Commission Co. of 
this city, simply as a business venture 
for profit, it was learned today by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter from E, L. Wag- 
goner, vice-president of the company. 
At the time the vessel sailed there was 
considerable conjecture both in Amer- 
jcea and abroad as to the purpose of the 
vessel's trip and the real owners of the 
cargo. Some rumors were circulated 
that the vessel was sent by German 
sympathizers in America for the pur- 
pose of aiding Germany in the war, oth- 
ers that the food was sent hry those 
sympathizers to the civil population and 
that the commission company was act- 
ing only as an agent. 

Marshall Hall, president of the com- 
pany, is in Washington today consult- 
ing With Secretary of State Bryan re- 
garding the international dispute which 
has followed the detention of the ves- 
sel. 

Cash Paid for the Cargo. 

The commission company paid cash for 
the entire cargo, which Waggoner val- 
ues at about $250,000 and, according to 
him, the cargo was consigned to a 
member of the firm, W. T. Brooking, 
who was sent to Hamburg to await the 
arrival of the vessel. At the time the 
vessel's trip was planned the German 
Government had taken no action toward 
regulation of food supplies in the in- 
terest of the army, and, Waggoner says, 
it had been planned to dispose of the 
cargo under the conditions which pre- 
vailed in business circles before the war. 

The action of the German Government 
which caused Great Britain to put the 
cargo before a prize court was not taken 
until after the Wilhelmina had put to 
sea. 

Waggoner says that early in the war 
Brooking was sent abroad by the firm 
to see what were the prospects for ship- 
ping foodstuffs and that, &fter he had 
reported, the Wilhelmina was chartere:!. 
The cargo consists of meat, purchased 
in Chicago, and wheat, bran, oats, bar- 
ley and flour, purchased in the East, as 
there was no time to await Western de- 


llivery. 


Foodstuff Question Raised. 

At the time the vessel sailed, Jan. 22, 
Waggoner says, there was not the 
slightest thought in the mind of any of 
the members of the firm that her trip 
would be interrupted. He says*the great- 
est care was taken to'see that nothing 
ef contraband nature was put aboard. 
Just after she sailed, the question re- 
garding the delivery of foodstuffs to 
Germany was raised by Great Britain, 

Waggoner declares that tiie question 
of aiding any nation at war was never 
considered in planning the vessel's trip: 
that reports showed it would be a profit- 
able commercial venture and that was 
the firm’s only consideration. He denier 
there was any ulterior purpose in the 
vessel's trip. 

He says the firm has been trying to 
get some definite word from Brookins 
or the British officials regarding the 
cargo, but that none has been receive! 
for several days. The detention of th: 
vessel, he holds, probably will add con.- 
siderably to the cost of the projected 
trip and this charge will be included 
among the others presented to the Brit- 
Ish prize court. The last word receive: 
indicated that the cargo would be un 
loaded-and the vessel released, whic! 
would minimize the charter charg? 
The reports show that the vessel, whici 
is an old one, encountered stormy 
weather and wag obliged to put into Fal- 
mouth for repairs.

FIGHTING IS DAY LABOR 


Writer Paints Horrifying Word 
Picture of Return of Wounded 
From the Front. 


Sy an aM 
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War is smell. This fact was persist- 
entiy and pungently impressed by Irvin 
& Cobb, war reporter, on the audiences 
that heard him at the Odeon yesterday 
afternoon and last night. 

Cobb is a modern Dante, who has ex- 
plored the inferno of war, and who 
does not hesitate to show it in its hid- 
eousness. His description of the mal- 
odorous and revolting aspect of the war, 
as he saw it in Belgium and Northern 
France, almost reached the limit of his 
hearers’ sensibilities. It was endurable 
cnly because the audience realized that 
it was the truth, and was spoken with- 
out exaggeration, and that it was the 
very thing which a peaceful people needs 
to know about war. 

There is a seeming irony in the fact 
that Cobb, who was fast becoming 
known as @ humorist, is now making 
hig chief reputation as a narrator of 
undiluted tragedy. He lightened his re- 

_Cital, it is true, with droll stories, but 
they were not stories of the war. They 
were mostly anecdotes of the Southern 
darky, and were used to illustrate Cobb’s 
own feelings in the various predicaments 
in which he found himself. 

Tells of Wounded Men. 

Those who have read Richard Harding 
Davis’ war articles will probably re- 
member, above all else, his story of the 
triumphal march of the Kaiser’s legions 
into Brusgels. Those who heard Cobb’s 
lecture will longest remember the story 
ef the hospital train, approaching Mau- 
beuge, which could be smelled before it 
could be seen, and which was but one 
of a procession of trains in which wound- 
ed men were packed closely in box cars, 
and which lay for hours on sidings, that 
the southbound trains full of cheering 
and exuberant soldiers might not be 
delayed in getting to the front. Four- 
teen thousand German wounded passed 
through Maubeuge in three days, he 
vaid, and nearly 50,000 in a week. These 
were the “lightly wounded,” or, as he 
put it, the men who were still in one 
piece. .

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Attorney Tells Colleagues 
They Are Responsible for 
Court Delays and Faults 
in Systems of Procedure. |

BOSTON, Feb. 23.—The inefficiency 
and the inequality of the administra- 
tion of justice In the United States have 
had no sterner critic than Samuel Unter- 
meyer, the well-known New York law- 
yer. He has been active in several great 
movements to reform judicial procedure, 
to abolish the grand jury system, to 
abate the overlong vacations of trial 
Judges and to compel due performance 
of their duties. Here follows a,trenchant 
indictment of the corporation lawyer 
whom he accuses of responsibility for 
the prevailing corporate lawlessness in 
the United States. It is from a speech 
delivered before the Boston Bar Asso- 
clation: 

“Now that we lawyers are assembled 
in family council, what greater public 
service can we perform than to indulge 
in a little retrospection and plain speech 
with one another as to our shortcomings, 
with a view to their correction? We 
are peculiarly fitted by the training of 
our profession to lead in the solution.of 
great economic problems affecting cor- 
porate reform and social justice that 
are before the nation for solution. Our 
opportunities for usefulness are unlim- 
ited. Are we measuring up to them as 
of old, when our leaders were scholars, 
advocates and orators? Their forum was

The scandals 
of mismanagement, and worse, are di- 
rectly traceable to the absence of such 
laws. 

“The power of the great corpora- 
tions over legislative bodies, added 
to ‘the opportunities offered them 
through the disgraceful rivalries. be- 
tween the states in laxity of regula- 
tion, have resulted in a system of 
laws characterized mainly by the 
elimination of all the safeguards nec- 
essary to the public protection. Every 
conceivable barrier has been erected 
against the assertion of the most 
fundamental rights for injuries in- 
flicted @y officers and directors upon 
their shareholders. 

Calls Lawyer Responsible. 

“I make bold to assert: 

“First—That we are in a state ofis 
corporate lawlessness; and 

“Second—That the responsibility 
rests largely with our profession. 

“These are grave indictments that 
should not be lightly made, The first 
charge is justified by the ceaseless 
reiteration of this claim. that busi- 
ness and finance are the victims of 
government in the form of too many 
new laws of too radical and restric- 
tive character. Every time an ex- 
aggmerated evil is uncovered the ef- 
fort to meet the situation by 
legislation is obstructed by this in- 
spired hue and cry that there is too 
much legislation.

funds by officers and directors nor for 
actual acts of malfeasance and exploita- 
tion in the management of their corpora- 
tions. In the present state of the law 
there is almost an absence of responsibil- 
ity on the part of those trusted. In prac- 
tical operation the remedies for wrongs 
suffered by stockholders at the hands 
of their trustees are academic, because 
machinery for the enforcement of such 
remedies is defective. Every obstruction 
has been placed in the path of recovery. 


No Chance for Restitution. 


“As a necessary result, there is no 
such thing as restitution, however griev- 
ous may have been the wrong. 


“Why should not’ the power and duty 
be lodged with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission or with the Railroad Com- 
mission of the state in which the g¢or- 
poration is organized, to prosecute on 
behalf of all the stcckholders for recov- 
eries of moneys that have been thus 
lost or diverted? 

“The remedy is simple. The power of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
and of the state commissions should be 
made to conform to that now exer- 
cised by the. Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency over national banks. 

“Here again the responsibility rests 
upon the Bar, who are long. familiar 
with the defects in procedure that 
have made such things possible, and 
who have not raised the voices to 
protest. 

“3. . The methods of reorganiz- 
ing insolvent interstate and railroad 
corporations and of appointing re- 
ceivers has long been a scandal. To 
jt may be traced the oppression of 
security holders, the disregard of 
their rights and the responsibility for 
the concentration of control of the 
bulk of our great interstate railroad 
systems in the hands of a few bank- 
ing houses. When a railroad gets in- 
to trouble a friendly creditor is :se- 
lected by the officers (who at the 
same time usually select a counsel of 
their own) to bring a collusive suit 
back on the actual impending sol- 
vency of the corporation. By the 
prearrangement the company at the 
time of the filing of the bill, files its 
answer, admitting «Be insolvency: the 
parties go before a tribunal of their 
own selection and have one or more 
receivers appointed—generally'§ the 
president or vice-president of the cor- 
poration, under whose management 
the road was brought to its sad 
plight. No stockholder and no public 
official receives or is entitled to no- 
tice of its application, 

Stockholders Are Helpless, 


“If the transactions are complicated, 
the issues of securities numerous and 
of vari@us classes, the plan is not 
infrequentl¥ more than fair to some 
and very unfair to others. The scat- 
tered security holders must either ac- 
cept the plan or permit their secur- 
ities. to be extinguished. 

“The ldwyers who are specialists in 
this branch of their profession are fa- 
miliar with the abuses. They know that 
in no other country are such abuses per- 
mitted under the forms of law. 

“The process of reorganizations usu- 
ally extends through years. In other 
countries it takes as many weeks as we 
require months or years to reconstruct 
insolvent corporations, and the expense 
in about one-tenth of what it is with 
us. ; 2 

‘The public is justified in holding the 
bar association responsible for the bar- 
barous methods that now prevail in ihis 
department of jurisprudence. 

‘4. The same criticism is true of ex- 
isting laws with respect to the election 
of directors. The minority is excluded 
from representation. A national cor- 
poration law should provide for en- 
forced minority representation through 
cumulativé voting, which would encour- 
age the shareholders to combine to se- 
cure representation.

can buy farms with their rent money. 

The law, first landmark in the nationwide 
movement to check the rising tide of farm ten- 
ancy, was outlined in the Post-Dispatch last Sun- 
day. It provides the State Land Office shall loan 
school land revenue, not more than $2000 to one 
borrower, to buy a farm, to pay a farm mortgage 
or to make permanent betterments. Loans will 
be repayable in 20 yearly installments, like rent, 
with interest at 5 per cent on unpaid install- 
ments. 

It is said a fund of $7,000,000 is available to be- 
gin business. This amount can be donbled by 
issuing 4% per cent bonds based on security 
taken for loans made out of the first $7,000,000. 
Recent events at New Madrid, Mo., where eco- 
nomic rivalry between white and negro farm ten- 
ants led to flagrant lawlessness, lend point to 
the demand that Missouri’s Legislature shall take 
steps to provide a means by which this State’s 
tenant farmers, like those of Oklahoma, can be- 
core farm owners on terms within their reach. 
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O NO, THEY DON’T OPPOSE IT. 
The Kansas City Star’s Jefferson City corre- 
spondent reports the public utility companies of 
St. Louis and Kansas City “are not opposed to 
the bill” substituting indeterminate (practically 
perpetual) for limited term franchises. 
Certainly not. Why should they? 
That bill further robs the cities of home rule 
control over gas, electric light, water and heating 
companies. It gives the people no new advan-} 
tages of any kind. It strengthens the position of 
the corporations and weakens that of the people, 
in determining rates and quality of service. 
There is no reason why the corporations should 
oppose it; it is exactly what they want—what 
such corporations are this winter trying to get 
from half a dozen Western State Legislatures. 
But there is every reason why every customer 
of such ‘corporations, every believer in home rule 
for cities, every fundamental democrat (whether 
Republican, Progressive or Democrat), should op- 
pose it and help to vote it down. 
The House Committee on Private Corporations 
has indorsed it for passage. 
Why? Why should the people’s servants tie the 
people’s hands behind their backs, tighter than 
ever? What influence moves them to this dis- 
loyal and undemoeratic service? Why do they 
place the interest of the corporations above the 
interest of the people? 
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HOW ENGLAND GOT HER EMPIRE. 
According to the 1915 World Almanac, the total 
area of the British Empire today is 13,153,712 
square miles. 

Of this area, no less than 5,708,576 square miles 
were acquired by the process of settlement by 
emigrants from the mother country. This settle- 
ment area includes such huge territories as Aus- 
tralasia and Western Canada. Of the Canadian 
Northwest it may be said that it would not have 
been fettled by British subjects but for the fact 
that Ontario, Quebec and the other eastern prov- 
inces had previously been acquired through con- 
quest and cession. 

Of the other 7,445,145 square miles that go to 
make up this vast empire, the principal parts ac- 
quired downright conquest are Hindu- 
stan and the Soudan, each over a million square 
miles.

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THE REBELLION OF THE TENANTS. 
Problems arising out of the race war in New 
Madrid County resolve themselves into the more 
fundamental land problem. 

Thirty or 40 wealthy men have the title toy 
practically all the desirable Jand in the county, 
owning from 1000 to 5000 acres each. These 
tracts being too large for the owners to work 
themselves advantageously, a system of tenant 
farming as typical as that of man® congested for- 
eign countries, has come into effect. 

River floods have inundated the county in some 
late seasons. Drouth has parched the fields in 
others. But the tenants have to pay their $6 an 
acre rental whether crops are good or poor and 
often interest on mortgaged equipment in addi- 
tion. . 

While the landlords are immune from the or- 
dinary or extraordinary vicissitudes of crop rais- 
ing, the tenants not only are deprived of any 
hope of ever owning a little piece of land, but 
find themselves unable to make a living and 
deeper in debt at the end of the: season, be- 
sides. 

The white tenants refuse longer to submit to 
harsh terms of the landowners, while the negro 
tenants, hard-working but. lacxing forehanded- 
ness, are more easily imposed on. A veritable 
agrarian disturbance is the result. The negroes, 
terrorized by the threats of their fellow tenants 
of the other race, are forced to flee from the 
county. ‘ 

What the big landlords are déing to protect 
the negro tenants who are loyal to their interests 
appears from the investigations of the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent. WBach individual landlord 
has apparently left his own panic-stricken ten- 
ante to shift for themselves. Landlords asked by 
the Sheriff to serve as his deputies during the 
crisis peremptarily refused. Thirty owners of 
the land attended a meeting to consider the for- 
mation of a posse to preserve public order. All 
declined to serve on a posse. “We may get shot,” 
they said. 

The evils of a rapacious agricultural landlord- 
ism, indifferent to everything except its own im- 
mediate financial returns, have seldom been pic- 
tured‘so vividly in this country. Missouri can 
and must put down the disorder, but what power 
does it now possess for dealing adequately with 
the more serious problem? How long will it be 
before we have a problem of grasping landlord- 
ism and hopeless, disaffected, despairing ten- 
antry in every rural county of Missouri? :

‘Today’s stock market reflected the 
variety of rumors which grew out of the 
war developments abroad. The sinking 
of another neutral ship caused the ma- 
rine urderwriters to raise their rates 
for war risks, while the news of the 
Russion reverses and the retaliatory 
ore which Great Britain threatens 
ogo against Germany, in return for 
the submarine activities of the last few 
days, made it more difficult for ship- 
pers to get the ordinary protection. 
“So far as Wall stret was concerned, 
the attitude was one of/’uncertainty as 
to what the outcome would be. The 
market showed a good deal of nervous- 
ness throughout the day, and although 
there was no comentinaal selling there 
was litle disposition manifested to sup- 
port the market in any aggressive way. 
“Reading was one of the weakest 
‘stocks in the early trading, and with 
Bethlehem Steei declined rather sharp- 
ly. At this show of weakness the whole 
market declined fractionally, with losses 
of from % to % points from Saturday. 
Then there was a recovery and before 
noon the market had lied substan- 
tially. On the recovery there was some 
exhibition of strength, but it was short- 
lived and before the close the general 
list showed moderate losses. 
“There was no disposition to buy 
stocks on the break, and although there 
was a litle firmness shown in a few is- 
sues the market as a whole was uncer- 
tain and dull.
